Why is there a sales cutoff time before the drawings
in lotto games?

All lottery games involve a high level of security
controls that take some time to administer. The Iowa Lottery
wants its games to be completely fair and honest and has
built in numerous controls to make sure that is the case. As
an example, between the time that Powerball sales end at 7:59
p.m. on a drawing night and the drawing must be calculated
by computer and then checked against the information
compiled by the lottery’s tickets processing system. An
outside auditor then must personally review and approve
that information before the drawing can take place. The same
process occurs in each state that sells Powerball tickets.
Those and other security measures are designed to ensure
that every ticket issued in a lottery game has the same
chance of winning.
